Weapons Workshop is suboirdinate to the Section TD ^echnischer Dienst 
(Technical Service) - the chief is Major Weidlicl^. The fihief of the Central 
Weapons Workshop is Peoples Police Captain Manzel. His deputy is Peoples 
Police Lieutenant Fehnel (who is at the same time SED - Secretary of the 
workshop)* There are 25 persons en^Jloyed in the Central Weapons Workshop, all 
are memibers of the Peoples Police, Weapons of the Peoples Police, the Customs, 
and battle groups of the Potsdam and Cottbus areas were repaired there. 

^he weapons included machine guns, machine pistols, carbines, and pistols as 
well as cannnnfl of the Standby Police (Bereitschaftpolizeif^ All the weapons 
which are repaired are old weapons of international origin^ the only new ones 
being the Soviet Makarov pistols which are of unusual accuracy and are 12 mm 
in caliber and hold nine rounds.
